that the white man secured such 
a lease and then filed on land that 
had no improvements on it what- 
ever. The Indian did not know 
where he had filed or where the [ 
improvements were. 


The agent has five field men 


working, two in the Choctaw na- 
tion and three in the Chickasaw. 
These men actually have to sur- 
vey out an Indian's allotment to 
tell 
who" has it leased, as the 


lease men refuse to give informa- 
tion about their leases, knowing 
that in many instances they will 
be canceled if the real considera 
tion is known. The Indian does 
not know where his land is and 
the ^surveyors have to take his 
allotment card and his lease and 
find it for him.

CONCERNING LEASE GRAFTS 


Muskogee, I. T., March 24.*— 


were sent into the Choctaw and 
Ohickasaw nation a month ago by 
the Indian agent to ascertain 
whether or not large lease hold- 
ers were robbing the allottee in 
the fulfillment of lease contracts 
are getting results, and the in- 
'ormation they are sending is 
startling as to the methods used 
n vrettintr the land for nothing. 
There were hundreds of leases 
aken by white men from ignorant 
ndians who did not care much 
where they filed and in many 
nstances did not see the land be- 
ore they filed on it. A white 
man would go to an Indian who 
ad not filed and tell him he had 
piece of land that had good im- 


provement^ on it and that he 
would let the Indian file on it if he 
would give him a five yeni lease 


on the land, and that the improve 
ments were to be. given the Indian 
in payment for the lease. 
In 


many instances it has been found 
that the white man secured such 
a lease and then filed on land that 
had no improvements on it what- 
ever. The Indian did not know 
where he had filed or where the 
improvements were. 


The agent has five field men 


working, two in the Choctaw na- 
tion and three in the Chickasaw. 
These men actually have to sur- 
vey out an Indian's allotment to 
tell who ha* it leased, as the 
lease men refuse to give informa- 
tion about their leases, knowing 
that in many instances they will 
be canceled if the real considera 
tion is known. The Indian does 
not know where his land is and 
the "surveyors have to take his 
allotment card and his lease and 
find it for him.

Beveridge was suffered to head 
the Senate conference committee 
on the statehood bill appointed 
yesterday. 
His colleagues are 


Senator Dillinghatn of Vermont 
and Senator Patterson. The first 
two named voted against both 
the Foraker and Burrows amend- 
ments, so that a majority of the 
Senate's conferees are not in 
sympathy with the action of that 
body in cnanging the Hamilton 
bill. But it is unwritten law of 
the Senate that its conferees, 
whatever their personal predilec- 
tions may be, must in treating 
with the House conferees, strive 
for the adoption of the course of 
the Senate. In addition to this 
guaranty, Mr. Beveridge gave 
personal assurance that he would 
be just as zealous in advocating 
the acceptance of the Senate 
amendments as if he had voted 


for them. There were further 
considerations which persuaded 
M r Foraker $0 be compassionate, 
He did not desire to humiiate Mr, 
Beveridge. and besides, several oi 
those who supported the Foraker 
amendment urged its author not 
to insist on departing so far from 
the customs of the Senate. To 
all these arguments Mr. Foraker 
yielded. That 
Mr. 
Beveridge 


will endeavor to have the Senate 
amendments prevail is not doubt- 
ed. The only conceivable influ- 
ence his appointment might have 
would be to suggest to the Houst) 
conferrees that the Senate will 
after a time recede. The con- 
ferees will meet Monday. It is 
not likely that meeting will have 
such developments SB will disclose 
the final outcome. It is thought, 
in fact, it will be several weeks 
before anything decisive will oc- 
cur.

Take a large spoonful of the whipped 
whites, about the s-lxe of nn egg. and 
drop It into the boiling milk. 
Cover 


the surface of the milk with spoonfuls 
of the wiiippod whites and let them 
cook 
vr>ry gently for four minutes. 


Then turn each one and cook it the 
same time on the other side. 
Take 


them up carefully, keeping each "snow 
egg" liuact. 
When thesi- are cooked 


add more spoonfuls nnd repeat the 
process until all the whippet! whites 
are used. 
Each "snow egg" should 


he drained n little as It is lifted from 
the hot milk. They look pretty piled 
in a small pyramid in the centre of a 
crystal platter. For the sauce the yolk 
of the eggs with the remaining milk 
and n little extra sugar, if desired. 
Cook the sauce Just enough to thicken 
it, but not long enough to curdle it. 
Let the snow eggs and sauce become 
thoroughly cold, and pour the sauce 
over them Just before seizing.

However bright and brilliant 
the ('Inner service, the breakfast Mr- 
vice must be in quite subdued tints, 
tbe only live colors permitted being tn* 
flowers, which are a valuable acces- 
sory. 


•He would be a rash advocate of the 


art of breakfasting who would an- 
nounce a set menu, but upon two ques- 
tions all disciples of 
this art are 


agreed. First, that the most palatable 
aud efficacious appetizer is citric acid, 
which is to bo obtain *1 from any cit- 
rous fruit; and, secondly, that tbe other 
articles of fare should be products of 
the chafing dish and grill. ' In the 
cultivation of the art of breakfasting 
there Is no place nor function for the 
fryfngpnu. 


These in general aro the rule* laid 


down by those who would, convert the 
habit of eating bmkfast ir-to au art. 
subject to qualifications and modifica- 
tions In Individual cases. The, farmer. 
for i .stance, who lives mostly out or 
doors, engaged In physical work, need* 
neither appetizing citric acid nor dainty 
dishes in order to do justice to bin 
morning meal, nor is bis relish and en- 
joymcnt thereof greatly lessened by the 
employment of tbe frylugpan. On the 
other hand, no amount of citric acid 
nor any number of dninty dishes will 
ever disqualify the chronic dyspeptic 
for membership In the "no breakfast" 
club. 


The advocates of the art of break- 


tasting assert with conJldcnce that the 
people between these two extreme* 
may add much to the joy of living by 
cultivating the art, and they are 
equally confident that the time will 
come when the average person cau 
truthfully say In paraphrase of Sidney 
Srrltli: 
"Fate cannot harm me; I have break- 


fasted to-day."
